Three people were injured last night 
at 8:30 o'clock in a street car accident 
at the corner of Pine street and Pied- 
mont avenue. They were: 

S. H. Galloway, of 277 South Pryor 
street, head badly bruised. 

J. A. Ryecroft, 107 Ivy street,. back 
bruised, badly shaken up. 

L. Pollard, motorman on the car, 
»bruised and cut by fiying glass. 

TNere were seven passengers on the 
car at the time of the accident, the | 
other five receiving only minor injuries. 
The conductor, G. D. Dean, was not 
hurt. Two: women passengers were 
badly frightened, but were otherwise 
uninjured, and were able to proceed 
to their homes. All of those hurt were 
carried to the Atlanta hospital for | 
treatment, where it was said that no 
one had been seriously injured. 

The accident occurred at the switch 
at the corner of Piedmont avenue and 
Pine street, and was due to sand, which 
had been washed down by the heavy 
rain of yesterday afternoon, filling the 
groove in the track. The wheels ran 
up on this and mounted the track, skid- 
ding for some distance. 

The car was No. 254, Pine and Ponce 
de Leon, which left town at 8:15 
o'clock, reaching the corner where the 
accident occurred, about 15 minutes 
. tater. The switch was set, and the 
Car approached it at a fair rate of 
speed. After the wheels had ridden 
up on the sand and mounted the track, 
the car ran for about seventy-five feet 
to the left on the slick pavementy strik- 
ing the curb with great force, shat- 
tering the windows and throwing the 
passengers in all directions. 

The injured were quickly carried to

Desolation and Havoc 
in Many Parts-of State. 


No Lives Reported Lost, but 
Great Damage Done to Prop- 
erty---Wires Are Down and 
‘Full Extent of the Damage Is

Montgomery, Ala., April 4.—Desola- 
tion and havoc have been wrought in 
many parts of Alabama by a general 
severe wind and rain storm, cyclonic 
in its nature in some places and ac- 
companied by heavy lightning and hail 
in others, which started Monday night, 
terminating late this afternoon. Tel- 
ephone and telegraph wires are ‘down 
in many sections, and only meager 
details of the damage done can be 
learned. Traffic on several railroads 
was delayed during all of Tuesday. 

Trees uprooted, houses and stores 
damaged, some completely demolished, 
lighting plants put out of commission, 
street car service impaired, and streets 
flooded by the heavy downpour of' rain 
are the reports that were received 
tonight from the storm-visited sec- 
tions of the state. 

Severe at Selma, : 

In Selma, the storm was severe. 
Shingles were blown from the roofs 
of houses, trees uprooted, signs blown 
|} down, fences razed and business houses 
damaged by rain which fell in tor- 
rents while the storm was raging. The 
light plant was put out of commission, 
and tonight the city is in total dark- 
ness. The streets are littered and 
strewn with limbs from the countless 
shade trees of the city. Telephone and 
telegraph wires were snapped off, and 
all the telephones knocked out. 

At Uniontown, in Perry county, the 
high wind was accompanied by hail, 
and much dgmage was done. Fruit and 
vegetable 4rops were badly damaged.. 

Gafisden was also among the storm- 
struck cities, many telegraph poles be- 
ing blown. down, trees uprooted, and 
the city lighting plant crippled. 

Reports from Bay Minette, Brew- 
ton, Demopolis, Marion Junction, Ever-.

HATE AMERICANS 


New York, April 4.—0Of all the great 
combinations of American capital which 
have exploited Mexico, .not one has 
placed in that country an institution 
for the uplift or education of its illiter- 
ate millions, the Right Rev. Henry D.

An editor of the leading publication 
on applied art, an essayist of inter- 
national reputation and a lecturer of 
marked ability, Mr. Bailey easily 
stirred the interest of his hearers from 
the beginning to the end of his dis- 
course which was one .to delight ened 
educator, the artist, the businesg man, 
the interested woman and the intelli. | 
gent politician. 

Though Mr. Balley showed clearly 
and briefly the relation of art to edu- 
cation, to the constructive forces of 
the moment, to industry, to civics, to 
architecture, to every-day life, and to 
man’s higher nature, the dominant 
note ringing through the lecture was 
the necessity of art expressed in draw- 
ing and the crafts as a part of the 
modern educational system. 
Traditional aud Practical Education. 

He referred to the traditional idea 

of education which traineq the mind 
behing the four walls;.of the schoo] 
under the suppressing influences 
which crowded out any expression of 
the life without, for whieh the child 
Was presumably being trained, and 
showed the inadequacy of that system 
to meet the demands of the activities 
now crowding upon, man, and pointed 
out the merits of the more -rational 
system which directly relates educa- 
tion to life by bringing life and ex- 
pression into the school. 
’ Tllustrating his points here by dia- 
gram, he showeg the individual as he 
meets with the elements of life, clas- 
sified under different heads, the train-, 
ing which came through education, 
books, institutions and the arts, and 
how twentieth century civilization 
depends upon the fitting in of these 
elements with the demands of the in- 
dividual making for a full development 
as a citizen. 

This full development was dependent 
upon no element more than upon that 
which came through a knowledge of 
the arts which had its fundamental! 
principle in drawing, which he defined 
as the “language of science, more 
powerful than the spoken word.” 

The relation of drawing to chemis- 
try\ botany and the various sciences he 
pointed out, and the play of drawing 
in experiments of all kinds and in 
the national weather bureau. Illustra- 
tions On the blackboard emphasized 
his statements and thus he convinced 
his hearers of the influence of draw- 
ing on the trained eye. 

In setting forth the power of draw- 
ing in public education he defined it 
in architecture, in interior decoration, 
in every kind of furniture, in orna- 
ment and in all the accessories of 
every-day life. Eloquently he referred 
to the expression of drawing in na- 
ture.

To show the influence of one in- 
dividual trained and a master of draw- 
ing, he told the story of Fred Bell, an 
old pupil of his whose achievement in 
the design of stained glass windows 
its influence in the art life of an 
community: a similar incident 
cited in the work of Herbert Adams 
as a sculptor, both men having had 
their first training in the public 
schools, where the system was abreast 
of the times. 

Bringing the subject to local point, 
Mr. Bailey spoke enthusiastically of 
Atlanta and her growth, her. architec- 
tural progress, mentioning the new 
postoffice building as one of the most 
beautiful he had seen among the coun- 
try’s public buildings; the fact that 
the city’s industries and enterprise 
calling daily for constructive work 
made more emphatically urgent a sys- 
tem of education to equip the coming 
citizen for his responsibility to carry 
On this work.

A brief diseussion of the proposal 
and the needs of the zoo was followed 
by assent on the part of the street 
railway officials, ang Chief Joyner and 
Reporter Carey went forthwith to the 
city hall. 

There, as good fortune would have 
it, the park board was in regular ses- 
sion, and they went at once before it. 
They struck while the iron was hot; 
and they hit hard.

In a few minutes the depleted zoo 
had $10,000 just to buy animals. 

Each year the sum of §2,000 was 
spent in the purchase of new animals, 
and interest was aroused to such an 
extent that many animals were pre- 
sented to the zoo without cost, among 
them “Buck,” the pretty zebra, given 
by the late Ea Buchanan, then in the | 
height of his prosperity in New York. ’ 
Buck is one of the most attractive 
animals at the zoo today.

I had 
pleasant taste of their housewifely 
skill in their afterneon tea of Friday, 
and of their courteous power of atten- 
tion in speaking to them in the after- 
noon. It would be difficult to fin 
forty sweeter looking girls, with clear- 
er eyes or better complexions or 
kinder manners. I should like to think 
that in the near future they may stand 
at the head of as many homes, rearing 
sturdy sons and daughters as clear- 
eyed, as clear-skinned, as erect as 
themselves, types of those finer 
Americans which are to be, when we 
give over our own present excessive 
commercialism to the city and town 
and become once more country-loving 
and tndependent. To spend two days 
at the Berry school not only fills one 
with sincere admiration, but it is also 
deepens one's hopefulness. 

I was also greatly impressed with 
the thorough system and excellent 
business methods everywhere in evi- 
dence. In fact, Miss Berry feels her 
responsibility in spending contributed 
money almost too keenly for her own 
health and peace of mind. I know of 
no school in which such careful book- 
keeping and such conscientious scruti- 
ny of the last penny can be found, 
and indeed of few business enterprises 
that can make any approach to it. 

When at the end of my two days 
Miss Berry asked me to criticise the 
school with perfect frankness. I could 
not say that already it is admirable, 
that already it is far above the aver- 
age and that only in some of the de- 
tails could I offer any suggestion 
worthy. of her attention. I do not 
mean that the school is perfect—few 
human enterprises are—but that it is 
truly excellent, and that it has its 
face resolutely turned toward the light.

TIAVE HOOK WORM 


Reports Received From 
Three Counties. 


Large Percentage of Suffererd 
in Webster, Stewart and Tift 
Counties---Other Counties Of- 
fer to Share the Expense of 
Making Inspections. 


Reports received from three coun- 
tiles, Webster, Stewart and Tift, by 
Dr. Fort, hookworm expert of the state 
board of health, indicate that a large 
percentage of the school children in 
those counties are afflicted with the 
hookworm disease. 

In Stewart county the report shows 
that 1,354 pupils were examined, 400 
white and 934 colored, and that 185 
whites and 303 colored were suspected 
of having the disease. Of the 488 sus- 
pects, the feces of 189 were examined 
and 140, or 74.6 per cent of those ex- 
amined, were found to be suffering 
from the disease. 

In Webster county, 595 children were 
examined, and of this number 170 
whites and 196 colored were suspected 
of having the disease. The examina- 
tion up to the present has not been 
sufficient to determine the exact num- 
ber of those who are suffering from 
‘the disease. 

In Tift county, 1,550 white children 
were examined, and 975 suspects were 
found. Of these suspects, 56 have been 
examined and 33 were found to have 
hookworm. The children of one negro 
school were examined and, out of 126 
pupils, 86 were suspected of having the 
disease. 

The three counties mentioned are the 
only counties of the state in which the 
state board of health and the Rocke- 
feller sanitary commission have co- 
operated with the officials of the coun- 
ties in conducting an examination for 
the hookworm disease. However, rep- 
resentatives of the board, at the ex- 
pense of the latter, have made exami- 
nations on their own account in other 
counties ‘and have found the hookworm 
prevalent in 127. 

Dr. Fort states that other counties 
have made propositions to the board 
to assist financially in making inspec- 
tions, and these applications will be 
taken up later for consideration.

The penalty for disobedience is summary dismissal. 

The pretexts advanced in the order are that “all clerks when 
they enter the service take an oath to well and faithfully discharge 
the duties of the office to which they are appointed,” and, further, 
that “it is incompatible with their obligation to the department 
that they should assume another oath with a secret organization 
in the service which may, at any time, interfere with the obligations 
which they have assumed upon entering the service.” 

Where lies the incompatibility between an employee's loyalty 
and his aligning himself: with his fellow-workers for his own im- 
provement and protection? 

It is not apparent, except to the morbid suspicion of bureau- 
cratic tyranny. 

The order is simply in line with the department’s universal 
policy of presupposing the dishonesty of its employees. 

The country ‘holds no more honest, loyal, capable or indus- 
trious set of men that the railway mail clerks. 

Yet the unhealthy mind of the Washington bureaucrat assumes 
in advance that these men will be traitors to the government. 

The order can have no other ‘significance. 

Working short-handed, losing sleep, losing health, exposed to 
the rigors of the weather, braving death the year around, made old 
men before their time by their very loyalty to their oath of service, 
these faithful workers are rewarded by a proclamation that they 
cannot be trusted. : 

Can it be wondered that the discipline of the department is 
slowly crumpling, its morale and efficiency going to pieces, when 
its employees are called upon to work in an atmosphere of insult 
and abridgement of personal liberty? , : 

Hitchcockism is not a matter of geography or of branches of 
the service. , : 

Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a dispatch from Seattle, 
Washington, reporting the absoltite demoralization of the local 
postoffice because of measures of suppression, repression and tyran- 
ny that distance Darkest Russgia. 

But—it is the same old story, to which the country is rapfidly 
becoming accustomed... Only the details are different. 

In the Seattle instance, carriers and clerks who make complaint 
in due form find their charges are not investigated. But that they 
themselves are investigated by the inevitable “inspectors”—and, in 
many instances, dismissed without opportunity for a hearing. 

“Star chamber’ methods and ex parte trials characterize the 
encroachments of bureaucracy on the Pacific Slope, also. 

At the same time, the Associated Press brings the story that 
“by the direction of Postmaster General Hitchcock,” Charles H. 
Quackenbush, a railway mail clerk, who is a candidate for presi- 
dent of the first division of the Railway Mail Association, has been 
dropped from the rolls. Railway mail clerks are reported “consid- 
erably surprised” at the action. 

Quackenbush’s “political activity” consisted in his asserting his 
manhood—nowadays the surest way to draw the disfavor of the 
department. 

The people of this country cannot afford to overlook the sig- 
nificance of this sequence of events. | 

It is a development absolutely new in American governmental 
administration. 

It replaces republican government with autocratic government. 

It gives bureaucracy the power to ruin without trial, to 
crush without explanation, to browbeat without fear of account- 
ability. 

It reverses that principle of jurisprudence upon which Anglo- 
Saxon institutions are founded—for, instead of assuming innocence, 
it assumes guilt, and that without a whisper of evidence against its 
helpless victim. 

This intolerable system is sadly impairing the efficiency of the 
postoffice department! 

It should be among the first duties of the democratic house to 
order a probe that shall rescue the postoffice department from dis- 
integration, that shall safeguard the American citizenship of the 
men working in it, and that shall prevent the contagion from spread- 
ing—as it is doing—to other.departments. 


PROGRESS TOWARD,A FLYLESS CITY. 


The VanDyke screen ordinance, passed unanimously by the 
city council, is the most far-reaching step toward the elimination 
of the typhoid fly taken by Atlanta since the enactment of the 
garbage-can regulation. 

The two ordinances are, as a matter of fact, inter-acting, the 
one serving to supplement the other. 

The law requiring that all garbage be inclosed insures that 
the flv shall have his breeding places reduced to a minimum. 

The ordinance requiring the screening of foods offered for sale 
insures that the products that daily go upon Atlanta’s tables shall 
be protected from the flies that breed despite the carbage-can 
ordinance. 

Rigid enforcement of both provisions—and that is the only 
sort of enforcement aroused Atlanta will tolerate—means the elim- 
ination of the fly in Atlanta. 

Once that is accomplished we shall have attacked the death- 
rate where it is most constantly fed—the infection conveyed by 
the fly that does not “wipe its feet,’ save on substance that be- 
come germ cultures to spread disease and death among the unsus- 
pecting. ! 

The speed with which Atlanta has made up lost time in its 
sanitary program is especially worthy of notice. 

In less than two vears steps have been taken to insure the 
abolitiom.of those unspeakable health-menaces—earth-closets—a 
law has been passed requiring the covering of all manner of gar- 
bage, and now comes a law to require such screening of food as 
serves to put a capstone on the two preceding reforms.

They feared for their positions, and 
they believed the inspectors would let 
go on record only the testimony fa- 
vorable to the local officials. 

Some time ago the probe ended, and 
there were no immediate results. 

Dropped on Subterfuge, 

But several carriers have since been 
discharged for making “false charges” 
agains a supervisory officer. And one 
carrier was reduced $200 a“year for 
“insubordination”—which consisted in 
reporting the unsanitary condition of 
a sub-station, for which the superin- 
tendent of carriers was responsible. 

Another man was dismissed for miss- 
ing letteyex boxes when he had the plain 
written authority of the assistant su- 
perintendent to skip these boxes when 
necessary. tee 

Sick Man Punished. 

Another carrier was reduced $106 «a 
year for remaining home from work 
when affidavits presented showed he 
was sick, had fallen in a dead faint 
while attempting to work and was un- 
fit for his duties. 

These are only samples. They smack 
sufficiently of the methods of intimi- 
dation in vogue here to show what the 
public and the carriers are up against. 

Conspiracy to Crush. 

Converging evidence indicates, and 
it is freely charged, that the all-pow- 
erful inspectors and their associates 
are in a conspiracy to crush legitimate 
complaints from carriers and to pro- 
tect incompetent officials. 

The situation is such that work in 
the postoffice is almost unbearable. The 
service is menaced with complete de- 
moralization, and it is pragbable incon- 
fyenienced business men will exert such 
pressure that congress will be forced 
to take official cognizance.

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LACK OF FUNDS TO PROSECUTE 
MAY GIVE STARK HIS FREEDOM 


Savannah, Ga., April. 4.—(Special.)— 
Because the Chatham county commis- 
sioners say they have no available 
funds for bringing fugitives from jus- 
tice here for trial, and Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hartridge can find no law that 
will warrant him in mandamusing the 
comissioners, it looks as if former City 
Detective Julius Stark, under arrest in 
Los Angeles, Cal., will escape trial on 
two charges of forgery. : 

Solicitor Hartridge wrote the attor- 
ney general today calling his attention 
to the case, asking if he knows of any 
power that can be invoked to compel 
the county to foot the bill for bring- 
ing Stark to Savannah. The cost of the 
trip will be at least $500 and the county 
flatly refuses to supply the necessary 


amount or any part of it. 
Stark was indicted Friday on two 


counts for forgery, it being alleged 
that he discounted two forged notes on 
the Chatham bank, which, however, 
were protected by a policy with the 
United States Fidelity and. Guaranty 
company, of Baltimore. The county au- 
thorities maintain that the surety com- 
pany should pay the expenses of prose- 
cution of Stark because it is the in- 
terested party.

Secondary to Those in 
the House. 


Washington, April 4.—Notwithstand- 
ing that the initial ceremonies of the 
extra session in the senate were quite 
secondary in interest to those of the 
house of representatives, there still 
was a large attendance in the gal- 
leries ang the scene was an animated 
one. 

The 88-year-old Henry Gassaway 
Davis, of West Virginia, was the only 
ex-senator present. 

The ceremonies were brief and 
formal, consisting in the main of a 
brief prayer by the senate chaplain, 
Rev. Ulysses Grant Pierce, who pe- 
titioned that as a people, “we might 
be delivered from strife within and 
warfare without;” the reading of the 
message calling the special session 
and the swearing in of the thirty 
newly-elected senators. 

Of the senators sworn, seventeen 
were men who never before had oc- 
cupied seats in the senate. Twelve 
wére democrats and five republicans, 
the new democrats being: Messrs 
Bryan, of Florida; Chilton, of West 
Virginia; Hitchcock, of Nebraska; 
Johnson, of Maine; Kern, of Indiana; 
Lea, of Tennessee; Martine, of New 
Jersey; Meyers, of Montana; O’Gor- 
man, of New York; Pomerene, of 
Oh!lo; Reed, of Missouri, ang Williams, 
of Mississippi. The new republicans 
were: Lippitt, of Rhode Island; Mc- 
Lean, of Connecticut; Poindexter, of 
Washington; Townsend, of Michigan, 
and Works, of California. 

The senators were sworn in in 
squads of four by Vice President Sher- 
man. . 

Mr. Chilton took the oath on a Bible 
given him by his mother. 

As soon as the last of the senators 
had left the vice president’s dais the 
roll call of the sé¢nate was called. 
Eighty-six senators, within five of the 
entire membership, were foung to be 
present and Senators. Gallinger and 
Bacon were appointed a committee to 
wait on the president and notify him 
that the senate was in session and pre- 
pared to do business.

CONFLICT WITH JAPAN 
WOULD BE A CRIME 


So Says Baron de Constant in 
an Address at San 
Francisco. 


San Francisco, April 4.—In an ad- 
dress before the Commonwealth Club 
tonight, Baron d’Estournelles de Con- 
stant, the distinguished French schol- 
ar, who has been advocating the cause 
of international conciliation during an 
extended tour of this country, declared 
that “war with Japan would be not 
only a crime, but folly, with no end, 
no result except revolution and ruin.” 

“Let us suppose,” he said, “that the 
United -States, following an unfortu- 
nate inspiration, attacked Japan, and 
are victorious. This victory would be 
of no use; Japan would remain inac- 
eessible, and even stronger than be- 
fore, standing upon its right against 
an unjust aggression. 

“But supposing now the reverse, and 
in a moment of complete folly, 
Japan attacked the United States. This 
attack would be, for Japan, suicide. 

“Acting against the United States, 
taking the Philippines, the Hawalian 
Islands, she would open at the same 
time the era of a general revindica- 
tion against Europe. He could not 
stop so he would threaten Great Bri- 
tain, France, Germany, the Nether- 
lands, Russia, Australia, too—that is 
to say, all the world. It is very much 
to do for one nation.”

I have had quite a number of letters 
of late from the club women, and they 
include every one who reads The (on- 
etitution and are interested in chickens, 
which discloses the fact that there is 
overfeeding of the poultry on the farms 
where poultry has free range. When 

@ whole flock of hens are allowed 

ir liberty they will not only have 
more exercise, but they will, during the 
day, forage a good portion of their 
ese. Thus the point will be to learn 
now not to feed, that is, how to avoid 
feeding too much. An active, indus- 
trious hen—a laying hen--its always 
busy, apparently hungry and searching 
for food. The temptation to feed her 
reat when perhaps she has already 
sufficient food to keep her in lay- 
ing condition. Lovers of poultry are 
usually very kind to their hens when 
they take an interest and pleasure in 
poultry, but they must never fail to 
distinguish between a flock of hens 
that are yarded and ong that has free 
range in matters of feeding. I have 
always found that it is easier to feed 
a flock of laying hens that are confined 
than when allowed unlimited range, in 
order to get the largest numbef of 
ege@s. The former requires more care, 
and a greater variety of food, but I 
always know what as bee@h provided 
for them, the amoun; and kind; then by 
close observation | //an determine what 
they need to obtafna the greafest pro- 
duction. | 

I¢ they have bén able to pick up a 
large share of food, their crops will 
be full, or probably so, and they may 
have eaten and digested quite a quan- 
tity during the day; consequently the 
meal at night should be light, nothing 
being given them in the morning, un- 
less it be a few handfuls of grain to 
tempt them to stay around the house 
until they have laid. 

The breed of fowls also make a dif- 
ference with respect to free range, es- 

clally on farms where there is easy 
acteys to plenty of food. Hens of the 
hevier breeds which are naturally slug- 
gish will gorge themselves with food 
without obtaining the necessary? exer- 
cise to keep in the pink of condition 
for egg produttion.

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ware ean class—-Leghorns, Minor- 
fas, Spanish Andalusians and Anconas. 
That is why Leghorns are such good 
ucers when given free range on 
rms where there is an abundance of 
food within easy reach. They will 
ractically forage their whole living 
Serine the summer and fall. I have 
noticed some farmers who are generous 
feeders to a fault throw an abundance 
of corn and grain to their hens at 
night, only to find a large portion of 
it on the ground the next day. This 
is injudicious feeding and results in 
harm to the flock. The hens be- 
come too fat, are too lazy to exercise, 
during the breeding season the eggs 
are infertile and fail to hatch (the in- 


_cubator getting the blame), and, coupled 


with other conditions, perhaps indiges- 
tion is brought on which results in 
bowel trouble, and the flock deterior- 
ate. The farmer wonders what is the 
matter with his hens, he writes to your 
Uncle Joe and states that his hens have 
had good care, that they are well fed 
with bran, middlings, oats, corn, wheat, 
rye, etc. but that something is_ the 
matter with them.

Whether hens are confined or have 
free range, an exercise of good judg- 
ment is important and it becomes the 
more necessary as to amount of food 
when fowls are free. The variety of 
food is not so troublesome a question 
as when you are feeding fowls that 
are yarded. Fowls on free range se- 
lect what they want and yarded fowls 
ean get only what the attendant gives 
Do not overfeed if you wish 
ood results from your flock. Where 
ood is in abundance, as it is on the 
farm, the natural tendency is to “feed 
the chickens” many times too often.

Edward F. Booker, R. F. D. 1, Co-| 
lumbia, S. C.—Dear Uncle Joe: I ama 
little partial, and ask that you prepare 
me a seat a little off to myself, or 
among the “pit game brethren.” We 
like our pits, prefer a run to  our- 
selves. 

Uncle Joe, speaking of your laying 
breed, ‘bred to lay,’ what's wrong 
with the Pit games’ laying qualities? 

What breed of chickens can you 
find to come up to them in all qual- 
ities? Where will you find a better 
mother than the game hen, a better 
protector than the game cock? 

In what breed of chickens can you 
find a better table bird? 

Oh, yes! they will fight. He will 
hit, and “stay at hitting’’ your fa- 
vorite Rhode Island Red, or Barred 
Plymouth Roek, as quick, as he would 
your barnyard mongrel, and when 
your favorites are running away from 
the hawk for his own protection, leav- 
ing their broog at their mercy, my 
cocks, and hens, too, are entertaining 
him, while the youngsters are leisure- 
iy walking to shelter. They know 
“‘mammie” hen and “old dad” has the 
staying qualities, and the hawks learn 
that to his regret, and carefully and 
wisely flies around my premises to 
feast on my neighbors’ Reds and 
Rocks, where he meets with no fre- 
sistance.

Feed beef 
meal one-half pound to the flock of 
fifty (which includes cocks, guineas 
and turkeys), thrice per week.

“CLARK URGES DEMOCRATS 
‘TO REDEEM ALL PLEDGES 


Washington, April 4-—This cay 
marked the opening of the trial of the 
party to demonstrate its 
worthiness to receive “the wider confi- 
dence” of the voters of the coyntry. 
Asking his colleagues to keep that fact 
uppermost in their minds during the 
presentsession of congress, Represent- 
ative Champ Clark, of Missouri, in his 
speech accepting the speakership of the 
house today, outlined the measures 
through which the democratic party 
hopes to. continue to-enjoy the faith of 
the people. 

InteINgent revision of the tariff, elec- 
tion of United States senators by pop- 
ular vote, changes in the hquse rules 
to permit proper consideration of pub- 
lic measures, economy in handling the 
purse-strings of the «*untry, the publi- 
cation of campaign contributions and 
the early admission of New Mexico and 
Arizona to statehood were some of the 
things which Speaker Clark emphasized 


in the democratic program ays measures 


which would be undertaken by the ma- 
jority party in the house. 
Speaker Clark’s Address. 


Speaker Clark said: 

“Election to the high pesition of 
speaker is an exceptional honor for 
which you have my profoundest grati- 
tude. To be a member of the house, to 
represent 200,000 American citizens 
the more numerous branches of the 
greatest legislative body in the world 
is an henor to which, .the nature of 
— comparatively few men may at- 
tain. 

“The pleasure of nt ape 4 elected speak- 
er is much enhanced By the perfect 
unanimity with which it is conferred 
by my party fellows and the universal 
good-will with which it is accepted by 
our colaborers of the minority. 

“My democratic brethren, coupled 
with the joy of once More seeing a 
house a large majority of which it of 
my own political faith is a keen sense 
of our responsibility to our country 
and our kind. 

“After sixteen years of exclusion from 
power in the house and fourteen years 
of exclusion from pow@m in every de- 
partment of government, we are re- 
stored to power in the house of repre- 
sentatives, and in that alone. 

“That we will prove equal to the 
emergency in which we find @eurselves 
placed through our own efforts and 
through out own desires, there can be 
no doubt, and the way to accomplish 
this is to fulfill with courage, intelli- 
gence and patriotism the promises made 
before the election #m order to win the 
.election. By discharging our duty thor- 
‘oughly and well,;,. subordinating.  per- 
‘sonal desires to principle and personal 
ambition to an exalted love of country, 
we will not only receive the indorse- 
ment of the people, but what is far 
better—we will deserve their indorse- 
ment. 

Honest Tariff Revision, 

“Chief among these promises are: 

“1. An honest, intelligent downward 
revision of the tariff in order 
to give every American citizen 
an equal chance in the race 
of life, and to pamper none un- 
duly by special favor or privilege, to 
reduce the cost of living by eradicat- 
ing the enormities and cruelties of 
present tariff. bill, and to raise the 
necessary revenue to support the gov- 
ernment. Bills are already far ad- 
vanced in preparation looking to the 
accomplishment of these beneficent 
ends. 

“2. The passage of a resolution sub- 
mitting to the states for ratification a 
constitutional amendment providing 
for the election of United States sena- 
tors. by popular vote. This resolution 
has already been introduced, and will 
soon be passed by the house. Let us 
hope that we will send it to the senate 
by the unanimous vote of the house. 

“3. Such changes in the rules of the 
house as are necessary for the thor- 
ough and intelligent consideration of 
measures for the public good, several 


of which changes are accomplished 
facts. If other changes are deemed 
wise, they will be promptly meade. 

“I congratulate the house and the 
country, and particularly do I congrat- 
ulate the members of the committee on 
ways and means, upon the success of 
the important and far-reaching experi- 
ment of selecting committees through 
the instrumentality of a committee, an 
experiment touching which dire predic- 
tions were made and concerning the 
operation of which grave doubts were 
entertained, even by some honest re-

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Economy in Public Expense. 


“4. Economy in the public expense 
that labor. may be lightly burdened. The 
literal fulfillment of that promise, 
which so nearly affects the happiness 
and comfort of millions, we have begun 
—and we began at the proper place—~ 
by cutting down the running esgpenses 
of the house by more than $188,000 per. 
annum. Economy, like charity, should 
begin at home, That’s where we began. 
We cannot with straight faces -and 
clear consciences reform expenses else- 
where unless we reform them here at 
the fountainhead. The democratic cau- 
cues deserve well of the country for 
taking this long and important step in 
the direction of economy all along the 
line. 

“The constitution gives the house prac- 
tical control of the purse-strings of 
the country, and the house should in- 
‘sist, resolutely and - firmly, on exer- 
cising that control to the end that the 
appropriation bills may be reduced to 
the needs of the government econom- 
ically and effectively administered. It 
is our duty to provide every dollar 
needed for the proper and economical 
conduct of the government, but it is 
equally our dyty to prevent waste and 
extravagance in public expenditures, 
for we should never forget that it is 
a difficult task for millions of families 
to live now in decency and comfort. 
Surely it is the part of wisdom, states- 
manship, humanitarianism and patriot- 
ism to legislate so as to reduce their 
burdens to the minimum. . 

“The resuscitation of the Holman rule 
will help alomg in this matter. No good 
citizen desires to cripple the govern- 
ment in any legitimate function, but no 
good citizen desires that the people be 
loaded down with unnecessary taxes. 


Publicity of Campaign Gifts. 


“5. The publicatfon of campaign con- 
tributions and disbursements,before the 
election. The bill to accomplish that 
desired reform has been .prepared‘ and 
introduced. It will be speedily passed 
by the house. The average citizen, 
whatever his politics, is absolutely hon- 
est. He demands honesty and cleanli- 
ness in politics; he believes that too 
much money is spent in election mat- 
ters; and he proposes to put an end to 
it. As the representatives of the aver- 
age man, it is our duty to carry out his 
patriotic wishes in that regard, to the 
end that all mén desirous of serving the 
public may have a fair chance in poli- 
tics, and to the end that this mighty 
republic, the political hope of the 
world, may not be destroyed by corrup- 
tion in elections. 

‘6. The admission of both Arizona 
and New Mexico, as stated. I violate 
no confidence in stating that, so far as 
the house is concerned, they will be 
speedily admitted, and they will be 
admitted together. ' 

“These are a few of the things which 
I promised. We are not only going to 
fulfill them, we have already begun 
the great task. What we have done 
is only an earnest of what we will do.

Democrats to Probe Departments. 

From apolitical standpoint it is likely 
that one of the most important things 
the democratic house will do will be to 
order a thorough investigation of the 
Various departments and branches. of 
the government service. The democrats 
claim that there have been no such in- 
vestigations for twenty years and much 
good campaign material as well as 
much saving to the people will result 
from them. 

The session of the house today was 
devoted wholly to the work of organ- 
ization. The adoption of the new 
rules was put over until tomorrow. The 
republicans under the new leadership of 
Representative Mann, of Illinois, will 
make their first fight on thesey, The re- 
publicans resent the action of the dem- 
ocrats in increasing the membership of 
various house committees without in- 
creasing the percentage of minority 
representation. 

The republican insurgents in the 
house indicated their purpose of con- 
tinuing to act independently by declin- 
ing to vote for Mr. Mann for speaker 
and by giving their support to Repre- 
sentative Cooper, of Wisconsin. 

One Socialist in House. 

The insurgents gained a member 
when Representative Theron Akin, of 
New York, elected as an “independent 
democrat” and heretofore carried on the 
democratic rols, cast his lot with them 
and chose a seat on the republican side. 

Representative Berger, of Wisconsin, 
the sole socialist in the house, voted 
“present” during the speakership bal- 
loting. He also chose a seat on thé re- 
publican side. “Because,” he afterward 
explained, “I belong to the opposition.” 

The drawing for seats attracted keen 
interest. A page, blindfolded, sat at 
the clerk’s desk and drew numbered 
marbles from a ballot box. Each num- 
ber had previously been given a num- 
ber in alphabetical order. As the mar- 
bles were drawn and their name called 
the members entered the chamber and 
chose any seat that remained vacant. 

Overflow of Democrats. 

Becayse of their heavy majority, it 
was necessary for thirty democrats, 
including many prominent ones, to 
pre-empt a strip of seats on the re- 
publican side. Four of these are com- 
mittee chairmen—Sulzer, foreign af- 
fairs: Lloyd, accounts; Johnson, Dis- 
trict of Columbia; and Sparkman, riv- 
ers and harbors. Four others are mem- 
bers of the all-powerful committee on 
ways and means and committee on 
committee on committees—Hughes, 
New Jersey; Shackleford, Missouri; 
Kitchin, North Carolina, and Harrison, 
New York. Representatives Little, New 
York: Burleson, Texas; Borland, Mis- 
sourt: Bartlett, Georgia, and Martin, 
Colorado, are among Others relegated 
to the republican strip. 

When the republicans found it nec- 
essary to invade the democratic side 
of the chameer their section was 
known as the “Cherokee Strip.” Today 
Representative Burleson, of . Texas, 
christened the democratic section on 
the republican side the “Panhandle.” 

The minority leaders—Cannon, Illi- 
nois: Payne, New York, and Dalizell, 
Pennsyivania—are seated in a group, 
with Floor Leader Mann but a short 
distance away. Representative Mur- 
dock. gf Kansas, radical insurgent, 
chose seat one removed from Mr: 
Daizell and just back of Mr. Payne, 
much to the amusement of the house 
members.
